nations. Probably this last in the true rea- 
son. But if thereare ten or fifteen thousand 
colored Americans, escaped from worse than 
Turkish bondage to Canada who could not 
hear the gospel before, it seems that some-; 
thing ought to be done for them by one or 
both of the Boards. Why are they passed 
by? why neglected by those who are so 
loud and clamorous to collect funds to con- 
vert the Cherokees and Choctaws and other 
tribes of natives 1 and out of the States ? 
To us it is perfectly plain that both Boards 
are afraid to send the gospe! to the fugitives 
in Canada; they are afraid it would offend 
their southern brethren; and if they are 
once offended in this way, the Boards would 
no longer receive 500 or 1000 dollars per 
month to pay themselves, and missionaries 
engaged in more mighty operations. Should 
they send the gospei of Christ and the means| 
of education to the Onesimuses in Canada, | 
the beloved Philemons in our slaveholding 
churches would be so offended as to send| 
them no more cash; and agents could no) 
more go down there to solicit donations, | 
and perhaps some secretary of some south- | 
ern Board could find nothing to do in such!
